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Disclosure to Promote the Right To Information 

Whereas the Parliament of India has set out to provide a practical regime of right to 
information for citizens to secure access to information under the control of public authorities, 
in order to promote transparency and accountability in the working of every public authority, 
and whereas the attached publication of the Bureau of Indian Standards is of particular interest 
to the public, particularly disadvantaged communities and those engaged in the pursuit of 
education and knowledge, the attached public safety standard is made available to promote the 
timely dissemination of this information in an accurate manner to the public. 
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0. FOREWORD 

0.1 This Indian Standard (First Revision) was adopted by the Indian 
Standards Institution on 15 December 1969, after the draft finalized by 
the Footwear Cectional Gommiitee had been approved by the Chemical 
Division Council. 

0.2 This standard was originally published in I960 subsequent to which 
various developments in this iield have taken place. This standard has 
been revised to meet the present need of export trade and internal market. 
In the present standard various measurements for making last in five 
fittings for adults' last and four fittings for others in English size scale 
generally used for footwear have been given, in place of three fittings, 
given in the original standard. Further, for the guidance of the manufac- 
turers and exporters, standard tables for measurements in Paris Point size 
scale in five fittings for men's last and four fittings for others have also 
been added. The categories of sizes have also been modified. It is hoped 
that the footwear industry which is presently following English sizes, will 
progressively switch over to centimetre scale sizes or any other systennl 
towards rational metric sizes. The Sectional Committee further took note 
of the birth of *Europoint' as a possible solution in the future for size 
standardization on *he metric system, but decided not to prescribe the 
system in this specification in view of this being stiU in developmental 
stage. 

0.3 A comparative chart and table showing nearest equivalent Paris Point 
and American size scale lO the standard English size scale has been incor- 
jx>rated in Appendix A. Methods for conversion of Paris Point size to 
English size and the vice versa have also been added for guidance of the 
manufacturers . 

0.4 For the purpose of deciding whether a particular requirement of this 
standard is complied with, the final value, observed or calculated, express- 
ing the result of a tv^st or analysis, shall be rounded oflf in accordance with 
IS: 2-1960*. The number of significant places rexained in the rounded 
off value should be the same as that of the specified value in this standard.

1. SCOPE 

LI This standard prescribes the sizes and fittings for footwear lasts which 
are required for manufactme of footwear. 

2. TERMINOLOGY 

2.1 For the purpose of this standard, definitions given in 18:2050-1967* 
and the following shall apply. 

2.L1 Foot Length — The length of the foot from the tip of the toe to the 
centre at the back. This is generally measured with a tape and foot rule. 

2.1.2 Last Length — The distance from the extreme tip of the toe to the 
centre of the curve of the back of a last. This is usually measured with a 
measuring stick. 

3. SIZES AND FITTINGS 

3.1 The measurements for various standard sizes and fittings of footwear 
making lasts in English size scale shall be as given in Tables 1 and 2 
(see pages 7 and 8) and that in Paris Point shall be as given in Tables 3 
to 10. For each size there shall be the following five fittings:

Very small E 5 

Small F 6 

Medium G 7 

Large H 8 

Extra large XH 9 

Note — Against * D ' fitting which is average in Western countries, in India it is * G * 
fitting. 

3.2 The sizes and fittings specified in Tables 1 to 10 relate to dimensions 
of the standard length of lasts and shall be checked on the lasts. 

3.2.1 An illustration showing the points where measurements are to be 
made on lasts is given in Fig. 1 .

A-2.2 Gonvertion from EngUsh Size to Paris Point —The conversion 
should be done in accordance with the following: 

a) Convert English sizes to inches, 

b) C3onvert inches into centimetres, and 

c) Convert centimetres into Paris Point by multiplying by f (as 
1 Paris Point =» f cm ), 

Example: 

To convert size 8 adults into Paris Point:

b) 11 X 2-54 = 27-94 cm, and 

c) 27*94 X f «= 42 Paris Point (nearest size).

A-2.3 An easy method of conversion is suggested by the fact that size 5 
adults ( 10 inches) is practically the same size as 38 Paris Point. English 
size in inches may be converted into Paris Point units from the following:

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American Sizes — start with Children's size *0' representing a shoe insole length of SyJ''. Each size interval is }/ similar to 
the English size-stick: each size is, therefore, 1^2" shorter than its English equivalent; half sizes are made. 

English Sizes — start with Children's size *0' representing a shoe insole length of 4". Each full size inicrval is J" or 

8'5 mm. The English size scale is divided into (1) Children's size ranging from*0' to* 13' ( 4" to 8^''), and (2) Adults' 

scale ranging from M ' to ' 12 ' ( Sf to UJ" ). Half sizes are usually made. 

Paris Point — This continental size unit is equal to 6*6 mm. The size scale begins ' ' cm, and continues without a break 

up to the largest sizes. Half sizes are not made. 

Metric Scale — This is another scale in use in the continent with one size equal to 1 cm.
